Iowa county, Wisconsin, lays womei 
claim to haviug the lowest-salaried either 
official in the employ of the United 
States government. The govern¬ 
ment hire^ Frank Lincb for one 
cent a year to carry the mail be¬ 
tween Dodgeville. Wia., the county 
•eat of Iowa county, and Mineral 
Point, niue miles distant. 

It is the law that such employe* 

•hall be paid quarterly, but I.inch, 
although he has been carrying the 
mails regularly since la«t July, ha* 
aa yet received no quarter-* of n 
cent or checks for those amounts. 

The young man is not looking for 
any remittances on his salary until 
Dost July, when he expects a check 
for a whole cent. It is supposed 
thia will be the smallest check ever 
issued by the government and ef¬ 
forts have already been made to 
•eoore possession of it. The mai 
carrier nas received several offers 
of |15 or $20 for the check, but he 
has ao far warily avoided any defi¬ 
nite entanglements. 

Both Dodgoville and Mineral 
Point have railroads, but there is 
none between the two towns. The 
trip from one place to the other by 
rail is So roundabout that it is out 
of the question, to passengers and 
mail are driven ucross country. 
Whoever has the contract for cur- 

S ing the mail feels he is certain of 
I the pnMHongor trade, for no one 
haa Jyet hail the courage to com¬ 
pete for passenger business with 
the United Status mail carrier. For 
this reason the transfer of the mail 
is deemed a valuable privilege. 

Every four years the post office 
department invites bids and lets 
out new controls t>* lowest bidders 
for transf- rof mail m-k. Last year 
there wui the liveln-icompetition 
ever known for the boilgoville- 
Mineral Point contract. Several 
different men signified their inten¬ 
tion of going into the contest and 
the "talk” was kept up until each 
bidder knew he would have to go 
pretty low to get the prize. The 
man who then held the contract 
had been receiving about ♦40 per 
year for carrying the mail. It is 
said that when tie* bids f<»r the 
new contract wen* opened in Wash¬ 
ington it was found that the three 
lowest offers for earring the mail 
per year were one cent, HO cents 
and ♦l.fiO. Frank Lynch, being the 
one cent bidder, was awarded the 
contract for four years. 

In summer time, says thoChicago 
Chronicle, there is nothing of 
special interest about the trip from 
Dodgeville to Mineral Point. A 
so-called stage, which is at least u 
first cousin to a spring wagon, 
is the conveyance used, and the 
journey is made with comfort and 
on a pleasant day with pleasure, 
for the rolling, hilly country of 
southwestern Wisconsin isospecial- 
attractive in the summer. 

But in the winter time the pres¬ 
ence or absence of snow generally 
determines tie* comfort «*r discom¬ 
fort of the trip. When there is 
sleighing the mail carrier lakes 
his passengers across country ns 
snug ns a bug in a rug. On a pair 
of hobs he has u hmii-b-idi-'d boxed- 
in affair which lo >ks in »r like a 
freight rnr than anything else. In 
the center of this box is a stove 
and about the sides are seats for

Iowa county, Wisconsin, lays womei 
claim to haviug the lowest-salaried either 
official in the employ of the United 
States government. The govern¬ 
ment hire^ Frank Lincb for one 
cent a year to carry the mail be¬ 
tween Dodgeville. Wia., the county 
•eat of Iowa county, and Mineral 
Point, niue miles distant. 

It is the law that such employe* 

•hall be paid quarterly, but I.inch, 
although he has been carrying the 
mails regularly since la«t July, ha* 
aa yet received no quarter-* of n 
cent or checks for those amounts. 

The young man is not looking for 
any remittances on his salary until 
Dost July, when he expects a check 
for a whole cent. It is supposed 
thia will be the smallest check ever 
issued by the government and ef¬ 
forts have already been made to 
•eoore possession of it. The mai 
carrier nas received several offers 
of |15 or $20 for the check, but he 
has ao far warily avoided any defi¬ 
nite entanglements. 

Both Dodgoville and Mineral 
Point have railroads, but there is 
none between the two towns. The 
trip from one place to the other by 
rail is So roundabout that it is out 
of the question, to passengers and 
mail are driven ucross country. 
Whoever has the contract for cur- 

S ing the mail feels he is certain of 
I the pnMHongor trade, for no one 
haa Jyet hail the courage to com¬ 
pete for passenger business with 
the United Status mail carrier. For 
this reason the transfer of the mail 
is deemed a valuable privilege. 

Every four years the post office 
department invites bids and lets 
out new controls t>* lowest bidders 
for transf- rof mail m-k. Last year 
there wui the liveln-icompetition 
ever known for the boilgoville- 
Mineral Point contract. Several 
different men signified their inten¬ 
tion of going into the contest and 
the "talk” was kept up until each 
bidder knew he would have to go 
pretty low to get the prize. The 
man who then held the contract 
had been receiving about ♦40 per 
year for carrying the mail. It is 
said that when tie* bids f<»r the 
new contract wen* opened in Wash¬ 
ington it was found that the three 
lowest offers for earring the mail 
per year were one cent, HO cents 
and ♦l.fiO. Frank Lynch, being the 
one cent bidder, was awarded the 
contract for four years. 

In summer time, says thoChicago 
Chronicle, there is nothing of 
special interest about the trip from 
Dodgeville to Mineral Point. A 
so-called stage, which is at least u 
first cousin to a spring wagon, 
is the conveyance used, and the 
journey is made with comfort and 
on a pleasant day with pleasure, 
for the rolling, hilly country of 
southwestern Wisconsin isospecial- 
attractive in the summer. 

But in the winter time the pres¬ 
ence or absence of snow generally 
determines tie* comfort «*r discom¬ 
fort of the trip. When there is 
sleighing the mail carrier lakes 
his passengers across country ns 
snug ns a bug in a rug. On a pair 
of hobs he has u hmii-b-idi-'d boxed- 
in affair which lo >ks in »r like a 
freight rnr than anything else.
